"A ltitude sickness," one of the 
problems faced by modern flyers, 
was first recorded in the 16th Cen­ 
tury by Spanish explorers in the 


Ueve. T here were no w ritten 
ac­ 
counts of Jesus* sayings until the 
second century and then they read 
each Lord’s Day from the Gospels 
Life in the Early Church 
T he early C hristians lived a com ­ 
m unistic life but not in the Mime 
sense we regard communism today. It 
sim ply m eant th a t this group of be­ 
lievers shared their possessions and 
distributed them according to the 
needs of their members. They had 
a common table and this fellowship 
bound them closely together. The 
word fellowship m eans com panion­ 
ship which comes from two Latin 
words—-con. m eaning together and 
pants* m eaning bread, so th a t a 
com panion is one with whom you 
break bread. We say today th a t all 
who sat together at the Lord’s table 
are of the same C hristian fellowship. 
T he communism they practiced 
was only a tem porary measure but 
served a great need. At first they 
celebrated 
the sacram ent of the 
Lord's Supper daily but later they 
had it only once a week on the 
Lord’s Day. They even attended 
services in the temple each day but 
followed the teachings of the apos­ 
tles rath er th an those of priests 
and scribes. Their sincerity and love 
for one another impressed all those 
who knew them , so th a t the pagans 
rem arked to each other, "Behold, 
how these C hristians love one a n ­ 
other.” 
W hy go to Church? 
First, because we need the Church, 
its m inistrations, its associations. 
We need to be rem inded regularly of 
our relationship and duties toward 
God, refresh our souls with the 
Word of God. Then, in the second 
place, the Church 
needs us—our 
presence, interest, activity, and co­ 
operation. The living church of God 
is brotherhood in action.
